WASHINGTON, February 28.—A decision was 
rendered by the Supreme Court of the United 
states this afternoon in the case of the Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company vs. the United States, 
upon an appeal from the Court of Claims. This 


was a suit brought by the Steamship Company 
to recover the amount of seven quarterly pay- 
ments upon a contract with the Cnited States 
for carrying United mail be- 
tween San Francisco China, at 
un annnal compensation of $500,000. The 
United States maintained the steamers used 
by the company were not such 
as required by the contract. The compa- 
ny insisted in the court below that it should 
have a judgment of $41,661. The Court of 
Claims awarded only 41,666,  whereuponthe com-

pany appealed. This company holds 
the Pacitic Mail Company had 
the right to use the steamships 


which it did use in carryingthe mails under 
the contract, and that it is entitled to payment 
for the trips made by them, and judgment of 
the Court of Claims is therefore reversed.

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A THIRSTY TOWN. 


438,000,000 Glasses of Beer Drunk 


Yearly in St. Louis. 


1,250 Miles of Kegs Emptied by Our 
Corporate Drouth. 


A Census of the Saloons, Corner Groce- 
ries and Other Dram-Shops. 


St. Louis is occasionally called the Rome of 
America, on account of the number of church- 
es to be found here. If the beer saloons con- 
tinue to increasé and multiply in the fu- 
ture as as they have in the past, the proper 
designation of the burgh will be New Munich. 
No matter in what direction one may travel, 


ether in the business or the residence part 


of the town, a couple of squares will 


bring one to a saloon where 
cheap whisky and flat beer may 
be purchased for the regaling of the thirsting 
palate and the wetting of the dust-laden 
whistle. How so many saloons manage to 
exist at all is a mystery which 
none but the saloon keepers themselves 
can solve. Each, of course, must 
have its little clientle from which it draws 
its support, and the only question being are 
there enough beer drinkers in three or four 
city blocks to keep up a 
saloon in good style. This plural- 


ity of saloons, it must be remembered, is 
not confined solely to the thickly-settled parts 
oftown. Inthe suburban territory, no mat- 
ter how lonesome a little hamlet may seem, 
if there are three or four houses gathered to- 
ether, one of them is sure to be a dramshop. 
By far the greater number of these saloons 
are part of a double function called the corner 
grocery; these fiourish everywhere, and seem 
to partake something ofthe nature of those 
—— plants in the Arctic regionsf who derive 
allof their sustenance from the winds of 
heaven. a 
It is not the purpose of this article to inau- 
rate a crusade against the grog shops. Our 
dea is to show rather how much the liquor- 
selling business is overdone in this 
city. Following are facts and 
figures of 4 rather startling 
nature which show just how much of the 
business is done here and just how much bet- 
ter or worse off, as the reader may think, for 


it. 
SOME STARTLING FIGURES. 

The immensity of the retail trade in beer is 
not known to ! one who has not made par- 
ticular inquiry into the matter. There are 
over 1,700 saloons in fulljblastin the city, 
and the amount of beer guzzling done 
looks fabulous when put upon paper, even 
tothose who are inthe habit of dealing In 
the article in question. Toe whole number of 
kegs of beer sold to saloon-keepers in the city 
last year and consumed overthe eounters is 
2,190,000, or 182,500 kegs per month, 6,083 per 
day. The kegs spuken of are what are known 
as quarters,“ containing 77 gallons, and at 
this average, tne whole number of gallons 
consumed in the city 
annually is 17,250,000, which gives 1,437,509 
A per month, 47,920 gallous per day, or 

000 gallons each hour, supposing that 
the time for sleep, exercise, business, ete. 
is all heaped together. The 2,190,000 Kegs 
sold per year are retailed at a cost to the sa- 
loon keepers of $2 each, so that $4,380,099 

yearly out of the colors 

the saloon men into tho 

bank vaults of the brewery kings. This is a 
large amount of money, but it pales into in- 
sizuificance beside the amount which pu.sses 
over the counter andinto the burnished tray 
which is placed beneath the center look- 
ing glass to receive the con- 
tributions of. the thirsty worshipper at 
the shrine. With average small and reasona- 
ble draught, the careful bar-keeper who 
skillfully husbands the foam manages to get 
20) glasses out of a quarter keg. 
The glasses retuil at five cents apiece, 
so that each keg yields an income 
of $10, just five times what it costs. At this 
estimate, the saloon keepers sell the 2,190,000 
kegs per year previously mentioned for the 
astounding sum of $21,900,000 per annum, 
a sum sufficient to purchase 
nearty one-half the available real estate in the 
business portion of the city. This means 
that the beer drinkers of St. Louis disburse 
$1,825.000 per month for their bever— 
age, $60,830 per day, $2,535 per hour, 
or nearly $45 per minute. It may be said that 
these are extreme figures, that many saloons 
use big glasses, that some of the beer calcu- 
lated upon is sold by the bucket and in other 
ways; but it is also à fact that 
many of the down town saloons, and at all 
places where the trade is large and the bulk 
of the selling is done, the glasses are gener- 
ally undersized, and the patrons as 
n rule run towards what are 
known as small glasses, which 
in many instances do not hold more than a 
gill. The numberof beer kegs which are 
emptied 2 if piled end 
would make an im- 

mense shaft which would tower skywards 
to the height of 1,250 miles, so that it may be 
said that Gambrinus’ temple has a steeple 
considerably higher than the aggregate 
heights of all the belfries of the churches in 
the principal cities of the 
Union. The few figures given 
apply to the retail trade done regularly 
over saloon counters in the city. It does not 
include the number of kegs shipped away nor 
those used and sold at private affairs, picnics, 
balls, festivals and other places where, espe- 
cially in warm weather, stupendous amounts 


‘of malt liquors go the way ofall drinkables. 


A fair average of the nnmber of glasses of beer 
consumed every year would be nearly 43s,- 
000,000, not allowing for private consumption, 
Which it is difficult to estimate. It is 
frequently asked how it happens that 
80 many saloons exist and rosper 
but, if the enormous profit on beer alone be 
taken into consideration, the explanation is 
not so difficult. If the $21,900,000 spent an- 
nually for beer be divided equally among 
the 1,700 keepers of saloons, each 
tavern-keeper’s share will be $12,880. If it be 
taken into consideration that wines, liquors, 

tobacco, etc., are also retailed, at very 
steep profits, it will at once appear that 
there is no trouble in making a 
very fair wrens = a man has evena small run 
of trade. e expenses of many of the 
houses are so small, and the profits so enor- 
mous, that saloon keepers as a rule havea 
larger k account than any other members 
of the community. 

A SALOON CENSUS. 

In November, 1879, acomplete canvass of 
the saloons in this city was made by the po- 
lice, and it was shown that there were 1,626 
licensed dramshops within the city limits. 
Since that canvass about eighty new saloons 
have been opened in various growing locali- 
ties, The annual revenue from the issue 
of dramshop licenses in the 
city amounts to $209,000. There 
are two classes of licenses; first, the license 
required to conduct the business of a saloon 
where drinks are dispensed, known as the 
first-class, and for which $60 must be paid: 
second, the license for retalling beer or liquor 
by the jug or measure in quantities less than 
a gallon, which costs $0, The second class 
meepee applies to the rear departinent of gro- 
cerics. : 

The number of dramshops for which licenses 
ofthe second class issue is regulated by the 
encroachment of bricks and mortar upon un- 
proved lots. As soon as a corner grocery 
mes a necessity of a new neighborhood in 

the outskirts, the jug department for the sale 
of beer is likewise indispensable. The little 
snuggery'behind the partition of the grocery 
is the attractive center of evening 


cheese and crackers in the day time, serves as 
the basis of operations for the neighborhood 
card players. Euchre rules the evening 
hours at the corner groce 15 and the game Is 
only disturbed at intervals y the. pearance 
ofafresh young domestic with her apron 
over her head we my in hand waiting for the 
supper beer. e second-class licenses 
are mostly called for by the grocery 
store-keepers, and very little if any opposition 
is ever shown by a neighborhood to the issue 
of licenses of this description. 

The Collector has ten * — engaged in 
the general supervision of dra shops all over 

the city. They watch new neighborhoods 
carefully to see whether beer or liquor 
is being retailed without license, and the detec- 
tive system is still further aided by the 
police who visit saloons of all descriptions to 
see whether the license is exhibited as the 
ordinance of 1877 directs. 
LOCALITIES. 

The saloons calling for license of the first 
class are chiefly located in the down-town dis- 
tricts, although Stoddard addition and the 
fashionable residential localities now present 
first-class saloons catering to the local patron- 
age. Fourthand Fifth streets from Chouteau 
avenue to Franklin avenue, Carondelet 
avenue, Franklin avenue, South Seventh 
street, North Seventh street, Market street, 
Broadway and Third street are city thorough- 
fares most abundantly supplied with saloons 
Hcensed 4s the first class. The consumption 
of beer at all the saloons 
along these main thoroughfares 
averages from six to thirty-s.x kegs of ten 
gallons each daily. The saloons in the imme- 
diate vicinity of the theaters make a daily de- 
mand of about thirty kegs upon the large 
brewers, and the noted resorts on Fifth 
street during the hot weather consume even 
more. The greater number of saloon-keep- 
ers proper who retail liquors and beer only 
claim that the saloon business * 
furnishes a mere subsistence,but of course the 
value of the saloon is regulated by its location 
and regular source of patronage. The saloons 
in the center of town with restaurant features 
attached do a large business and yield large 
profits. 

The process of procuring a license under the 
existing law is well understood. The appli- 
cation must be signed by a majority 
of householders in the block. The detinition 
‘‘householder’’ is perhaps not always under- 
stood. A “househvider’’ construed by the 
law for licenses may occupy only a portion of 
a house, providing that he keeps house separ- 
ate and distinct from others under the same 
roof. Thus a tenement block may 
furnish hundreds of signatures to 
a petition for dramshop license while 
a boarding-house block does not yield more 
perhaps than half a dozen signatures. The 
Grand Jury has recommended that the issue 
of licenses for saloons inthe future be placed 
within the power ofthe Police Board in lieu 
of the Collector and that the license be in- 
creased in amount. A dissenting report Was 
jurnished by Juror Stock, who is identified 
with the brewing interests. 

WHISKY STATISTICS. 

In this city, from June 30, 1879; to June 39, 
1880, the Government year, 2,167,115 gallons 
of all kinds of spirituous liquors were dis- 
tilled, including all kinds of whiskies and 
high wines. The revenue from this was 81, 
950,303 50. The amount distilled in St. Louis 
is much more than what is distilled in all the 
rest of Missouri. he books of the Collector 
of Internal Revenue make the  follow- 
ing showing for one year, the 
first district being the City and County of St. 
Louis.

The third district does not appear as it has 
been incorporated with the adjoining ones. In 
this city there are now two distilleries in 
operation, and during the year of 1889 502,430 
bushels of grain was mashed. For the same 
time there was rectified or com- 
pounded 3,4°3,916.32 gallons and 11,603, 
205.87 galious . gauged by the 
U. S. Gaugers. For the government year 
ending June 30, 1889, 2,152,508 gallons of 
spirits were sold. Forthe present year the 
supply will scarecly come up to the above fig- 
ures, as one of the distilleries was « short 
time ago consumed by fire, but the firm has 
again resumed business.

Democratic Reform Meeting at the | 


Library Hall, 


A Provisional Committee Created to Su- 
percede the Central. 


The mass meeting of the Democracy, called 
by the Committee of Seventy, atthe Library 
Hall on Saturday evening, brought out a fair 
representation of the party’s respectable and 
intelligent elements. It was not a very large 
audience, but it was a notable gathering of the 
citizens who compose the strength 
and honest patriotism of the Democracy 
in St. Louis and the bummer 
element was conspicuous by its absence. 
Somewhat apprehensive of efforts to disturb 
the meeting, the precaution had been taken to 
furnish a detail of police, who were scattered 
in various parts of the hall, but it was entire- 
ly unnecessary, as perfect harmony and unan- 
imity prevailed throughout. The meeting 
was called to order by Col. T. T. Gantt, who 
delivered an address reviewing the local gov- 
ernment m years past, and illustrating 
movements ofreform. The Democracy which 
appointed the Armory Hall committee charged 
it to take measures for securing a fair and 
full expression of the popular choice at the 
ensuing municipal election, and to rescue the 
party from a management under which in the 
past disgrace and disaster had gone hand in 
hand. If there were any sure means of plac- 
ing the best men in power there would 
always be a good administration, but 
experience had taught that no man and no 


class of men could be trusted with irrespon- 
sible power,and the only means yet discovered 
of presentiug an abuse of power was found in 
a Vigilant supervision on the part of the peo- 
ple of those entrusted with its exercise. The 
covernment of the whole people by the whole 
people for the best interests of the whole peo- 
ple was the Democratic ideal, but the Demo- 
cracy to be strong must be clean. [Applause.] 

Peter L. Foy wus elected chairman of the 
meeting and Arthur Lee secretary. Mr. Foy, 
upon taking the chair, said that the tottering 
Central Committee could not but feel that its 
hour had come. That meeting meant the de- 
liverance of the Democracy from corrupt and 
incompetent leadership. They gathered to 
prevent such a catastrophein the spring as 
had happened in the fall. The local ticket 
was lostin November owing to the abuses 
practiced by the Central Committee, and 
success would be impossible under the regime 
of the Central Committee. The reorganiza- 
tion of the party on the basis of a free and fair 
ballot, and the nomination of candidates on 
their merits forthe promotion of the publie 
welfare, could alone secure success in the 
spring. The names of about 200 well-known 
citizens, representing every branch of vrofes- 
sion and trade and every business interest, 
Sele ted for vice-presidents, secured the 
hearty approval of the meeting, after which 
the Hon. Samuel T. Glover delivered an ad- 
dress which was received with frequent 
bursts of enthusiastic applause. The cause 
of the division existing in the party could be 
traced back ten years, When a political ring 
was formed in this city which, owing to the 
apathy, supineness and inattention of good 
men, sueceded in obtaining control of the or- 
ganization of the party. The man 
who did it had gone like many others forthe 
city's good but%iis work had triumphed and 
been present ever since. The machinery was 
mainly controlled by primaries from which 
indifferent, influential citizens absent them- 
selves, and chicanery and fraud are too fre- 
quently uppermost. By this means the citv’s 
oftices have been filled by the tools of the ma- 
chine andthe ring. St. Louis was at one 
time represented in the Legislature 
by eloquent statesmen, but now 
with few exceptions she was represented by 
incompetent, ignoraut men, the mere tools of 
the ring, and the lickspittles of an unserupu— 
lousfew. No decent citizen daréd become a 
condidate for a legislative office without dis- 
graeing his nume, and he could not be a em- 
didate unless he had previously paid the price 
demanded by the ring. Candidates for nomi- 
nation were met by stipulations to furnish 
the nomination for a certain sum. 
The men were foisted upon the Democracy 
and the ticket Was voted because it was Dem- 
ocratic. Such a system culminated in 1876 in 
one of the most damning and reeking acts of 
fraud ever known in this country, the Scheme 
and Charter election, Which was a monstrous 
iniquity, and it was thoucht after the exposi- 
tions of that year that certain citizens would 
never raise their heads again 
in the politics of this city; 
but another Central Committee was 
organized and there appeared in it every lin- 
eament of the Scheme and Charter, and the 
old members of the ring went around selling 
nominations. Armory Hall intended to fight 
that ring. The Committee of Seventy would 
never lower its head or diminish itself before 
the Central Committee. It was no use at- 
— to wrap the ring in swaddling 
clothes and appointing seven doctors to nour- 
ish it into renewed life. It must be sup- 

ressed now and forever. The 

emocratic ey could not carry 
the next election under the 
Central Committee, and no Armory Hall man 
would ever affiliate with them or consent to 
one particle of domination from them. It 
must bea solid, united effort to break the 
strength and adhesive power of public plun- 
der possessed by the Central Committee, and 
true, honest Democrats must come uppermost 
in the political affairs of this city. (Cheers.) 

Others addressed the meeting by de- 
sire of the platform, ex-Judge Hayden, Rich- 
ard Ennis, ete., and the following resolutions 
prepared by a special committee were read by 
Silus Bent and adopted unanimously: 

In view of these facts itis hereby resolved: 

1. That the present Central Committee 
has forfeited the confidence of the Democrat- 
ic 8 St. Louis. 

2. at the creation of the Advisory Board 
Was a confession by the Central Committee of 
its own unworthiness and of its inability to 
face without a screen the constituent De- 
mocracy of the city. 

3. That while we regret the failure of the 
recent negotiations to secure harmony in the 
Democratic party, the responsibility for that 
failure does not rest with the Committee of 
Seventy, but witb the Central Committee and 
the Advisory Board. 

4. That the Advisory Board, by its refusal 
to associate with itself the eight selected by 
the Committee of Seventy after having 
pledged itself to do so, has shown that it can- 
not be depended upon in any exigency to re- 
sist the dictation of the Central Committee. 

5. Thatsolongas the Central Committee 
is permitted to exercise any power whatever, 
whether directly or through others, no hope 
of adjustment can be entertained» that, thor- 
ough 4 convinced of this, we will in future 
consider no proposal which does not involve 
as a basis the abdication of the present Cen- 
tral Committee. 

6. That since, through the conduct of the 
Central Committee and the Advisory Board, 
no other alternative is left us except to pro- 
ceed actively with the necessary work of or- 
ganization, there is hereby created a Pro- 
visional Central Committee, which shall be 
charged with the duties pertaining to such 
committee until the assembling of the City 
Convention and until their successors are ap- 
pointed, as follows:

It is not clear that he hit the animal at all, al- 
though some peopl say they saw blood on 
the dog’s head. The noise of the pistol shots, 
at any rate had its effect, and the dog rushed 
through the next yard, and attacked Johnny 
McCabe, aged eleven vears, who was deliver- 


ing newspapers for Mr. page the Montelair\ 


newsdealer. McCabe is a small boy, even for 
his years, and the dog jumping upon him eas- 
ily threw him down. He then bit the boy in 
the foot, drawing his boot entirely off, and 
leaving the teeth marks in McCabe’s leg. The 
dog wasthen driven off by Brantigan, Mr. 
Platt’s coachman, and the boy was taken to 
Dr. Love’s house. His wound was very 
slight. 

Nothing was seen of the dog for about three 
hours, when he again appeared, this time in 
Bloomfield village, a mile and a half away, 
where, after snapping harmlessly at several 
people and biting four or five dogs, he was 
shot at about 10 0’clock in the morning. 

A small black mongrel dog with long wiry 
hair was seen yesterday morning at about 7 
o’clock in the chicken coop of a gentleman 
living on the Orange road. The dog was said 
to belong toa milkman named Fenzall. The 
gentleman who first discovered this dog in his 
hen—house threw a broom at and then a 
pail which was at hand. The@og snapped at 
him, and started on a run down the Orange 
road, foaming at the th and showing 
signsof madness. The streets were deserted 
at this hour, and the dog was not encountered 
until he reached Cross street. At that 
point he turned sharply into the 
yard of Mr. Robinson, and at- 
tacked the chickens. Mr. Robinson fired a 
gun at the dog without effect, and the rabid 
animal ran on up Fullerton avenue. On his 
— he met Malvin Bush, aged twelve vears, 
and sprang upon him, biting him severely in 
the arm sothatit bled. Yesterday afternoon 
Bush was taken by his parents to Blooming- 
dale, on the New Jersey Midland Road. to be 
treated by Miss Rieves, the woman doctor 
who has recently distinguished herself in the 
treatment of hydrophobia. About 9 o’clock, 
as the dog ran up Fullerton avenue, he en- 
countered the eight-year-old sonof Mr. Sim- 
on. He snapped at the boy, biting him badly 
in the wrist, making the blood flow freely. 
The little fellow was carried at once to the 
house of Dr. Love,a few doors from his home, 
and the wound was eauterized. 

The morning mail had just been distributed 
at the Post-office at this hour, and the streets 
were full of people. There was a sudden 
scattering of the crowd as the dog appeared, 
foaming at the mouth and looking wildly 
about. Atasafe distance a crowd collected 
as the dog crossed the main street and ran up 
Church street. Henry Kane was the next 
victim. He says hesaw the dog coming and 
kuew at once that it was mad. He saw, too 
that his own chance of retreat was gone anc 
that he would have to stand. As he ran by 
the dog sprang at Kane, who wore heavy rub- 
ber boots, and bit him in the leg, the teeth 
meeting in the calf of the leg through the 
thick rubber boot top, the trowsers leg, un- 
der drawers and socks. The wound did not 
bleed. Henry Kane and his brother Patrick 
then gave chase ata cautious distance in the 
rear, and saw the dog bite another dog in 
charge of asmall boy, who escaped without 
harm. 

Down Forrest street ran the dog, the two 
brothers Kane after him, anda crowd follow- 
ing respectfully inthe rear. At the yard of 
Mr. Devoursney the mad dog entered and 
there bit a valuable pointer dog, which Mr. 
Devoursney afterward thought best to kill. 
Here the rabid animal was driven into a cor- 
ner, and with a club Henry Kane knocked 
him over, and his brother killed him with an 
ice hook. In his course the dog also bit three 
small dogs belonging to Mrs. Fay, and she had 
them killed promptly. He ran a distance of 
some three miles through and about the very 
center of the town.

A Leg Amputated by Electricity. 
From the Toronto Mail, February 2. 
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A very interesting operation was performed 


in the Toronto General Hospital at 2 o’clock 
on Saturday afternoon. Itconsisted of ampu- 
tation, by means of electricity, of the left leg 
atthe hip. The patient, a young man, being 
reduced very much by the sloughing of an 
open wound on the outside of the leg, it was 
desirable that he should lose as little blood as 
possible. Having placed the patient under 
thednfluence of ether,the customary flaps 
weremade, and then a platinum wire, at- 
tached to the two poles of a galvanic battery, 
was encircled round the leg under the flaps. 
In a moment this wire was brought to a white 
heat, and began to cut its way through the 
limb. By the great heat the ends of the ar- 
teries were contracted, and only the — — 
ones required to be tied. Many of the leading 
surgeons of the city and a large number of the 
students from both schools were present. 


Suicidal Insanity.

The death of the Rev. Benjamin Speke, by 
his own hand, adds one more to the list of

in the dress ofadrover! No good reason 
could be assigned for his extraordinary con. 
duct, but it was hinted that his relatives 
strongly pressed his marri With a view of 
reventing the extinction of “an ancient and 
onorable house,“ and he was averse to mi. 
trimonx, albeit he subsequently gave in and 
married. The Spekes have been settled for 
centuries at Jordans, in Somersetshire, and 
erhaps have become alittle too ancient 4 
amily for soundness of mind, if of body. 


ENGLISH THUGS. 


Sadly Demoralized by Yankee 
and Bowie Matves. — 
From the New York Times. 

English journals mention that since tho 
time of Peace, a thorough desperado, hanged 
some years ago iu England for robbery and 
murder, the criminal classses have taken 
much more than formerly to the use of knivye, 
and pistols. Their schooling in this nefarjoy. 
business has been improved by lessons taught 
them by their confreres in Australia and 
America. A good many years ago transpor- 
tution sent away from England a large num. 
ber of the worst classesof society, but now 
these robbers and thieves, having 
out their prison term, again 
carry on their nefarious calling. If the 
New York Police carry pistols, avhy, then, 
should not the London bobbies? But, then, 
those who are opposed to this * you give 
the police arms the robbers will be very sure 
to provide themselves with equally etticient 
weapons. The question of licensing the pur- 
chast of arms would be quite as impossible in 
New York as in London, unless a policeman 
were stationed in the door of every place 
where pistols were sold. To protect one’s 
life isa law of human nature, and common 
sense argues that, where there are criminal 
classes in abundance, as in large cities, hones 
men will buy arms, in defiance of the laws, 
whenever they think it necessary. 
As to the use of pistols by the New 
York policemen, it must be said ty 
their credit that it is exceptional when they 
are forced toemploy them. In such accounts 
as are furnished ofa pistol being fired by » 
policeman, nine hundred and ninety-nine 
times in the thousand it becomes quite eyi- 
dentthat he has been forced to make use of 
his weapon in defense of his life. The num. 
ber of ball cartridges fired in active service by 
the New York police would be quite interest. 
ing to know. We doubt whether the whole 
force in a year shoot with intent to kill or 
wound fifty times. Of course it is requisite 
that the policemanto whom a pistol ts given 
should have laid down to him in the most 
precise way when or how he shall use it, 
and it is well known that pclice officers always 
make searching investigations when their mon 
have thought themselves obliged to resort to 
their deadly weapons. What the pistol really 
does is to give a policeman confidence. It is 
something for him to fall back upon when the 
worst comes to the worst. The Irish Con- 
stabulary carry rifles, but they are neither 
good nor handy weapons.English journals dep- 
recate,however,the arming ol the police, unless, 
as they state it, American forms of desperate 
crime prove to be permanently naturalized, 
then it may become necessary to arm police- 
men till they are stronger than their 4 sen 
Descanting on these topics, the Specta- 
tor advances some quite orginal ideas 
on the subject of arms in England. 
To-day the English poacher knocks over 
somebody else’s pheasants and hares with an 
uir-rifle. It is a clumsy weapon, soon ex- 
hausts itself, but it makes no noise. No doubt 
some of these days an obnoxious game-keepor 
will be laid low by a projectile sent from this 
silent arm. Dangerous Weapons haye been 
reduced in the United States to their mini- 
mum of bulk; we manufacture by the million 
pistols which can be put in a vest pocket, can 
one perfectly capable of killing five men. 
Now, he who is indifferent to taking life,» 
that he can plunder can buy such a weap 
just as readily as can the honest man who tis 
a right to protect his life and property.

A VALID ASSIGNMENT. 


Judge Lindley Decides the Keokuk 
Northern Packet Case. 


— — 


The Property Vests in the Assignee—A 
Victory for the Anti-Davidson 
Faction. 


—— 


Judge Lindley rendered this morning a de- 
cision in the Keokuk Northern Line Packet 
case, attracting a very large audience to Cir- 
cuit Court room No.4. The court states: A 
decree issued remoying certain directors of the 
Keokuk Northern Line Packet Company and 
the court ordered an clection to fill the vacan- 
cies. A receiver was appointed to take charge 
of the property and effects of the 
corporation. The Board of Directors alter 
the election so ordered did by deed in the ex- 
ercise of its discretion execute and assign to 
Charles Green the property and effects of the 
corporation for the benetit of the creditors. At 


the annflal election next ensuing there 
was a change of membership of the 
board, which now moves the court 


to restore to it the property and effects now in 
the hands of the receiver, and this motion is 
opposed by the assignee, who claims to be en- 
titled to such property. The ground on which 
the motion was based was that the Keokuk 
Northern Line Packet Company was 
the owner when the court took the 
property, and the court ought not to recoznize 
a different claimant whose claim arose while 
the property was in the hands of the law. The 
court having considered the point carefully 
reaches the conclusion that when the purpose 
for which a receiver has been appointed are ac- 
complished, and the, property in his 
hands is to be restored, it is the duty of the 
court to order it to be delivered to the pansy 
entitled thereto. Assuming that, in the deter 

mination of this question, the deed to Mr. Green 
ix perfectly valid, to whom should the property 


be delivered? The court cannot inquire 
whether the board of directors ordering 
the deed of assignment is the sane 


through whom this motion is made. This cor. 
poration, therefore, through whatever board 
of directors it acted, is estopped by its deed to 
deny that the assignee is the owner ot the 
property in question, From both reason and 
authority the court concludes thatif the deed 
is valid the property should be delivered to the 
assignee, There cn be no doubt 
that in this State corporations 
by their board of directors may assign for the 
benetit of creditors. The statute does not re- 
strict the assignment for the benefit of credit- 
orsto persons who areinsolvent or contem- 
plating insolvency. The court's opinion is that 
the solvency Of ue company does not vitiate 
enn for the benefit of creditors. 

% necessity and ne ged of making an as- 
signment must restinthe judgment and dis- 
cretion of the directors. What the remedy 
would be for a gross abuse of such discretion tis 
a question not before the court, but it occurs 
to it that in such case the deed should be at 
tacked directly and not ina collateral proceed. 
ing. 

The last ground intavor of the motion is an 
appealto the conscience of the court. The 
corporation presents the request of ninety- 
three-hundredths of the creditors 
asking for the restoration of the property, and 
the company proposes to pay all the others. 


The court cannot see that it 
can enter into a bargain of that 
kind. Itknows of no rules of equity practiced 


that would warrant it. The deed of assign- 
ment after careful consideration is found to be 
valid and the title to the property vests in the 
assignee by the actof the corporation itself, 
and the court can not in law or equity deprive 
himofit. The ownership of the property 
passed to the assignee by the deed of the cor- 
poration.

THE POLICE VICE-PRESIDENCY. 


Boland’s Demurrer Overruled by Judge 
Thayer this Morning. 

Judge Thayer this morning rendered a decis- 
ion in the Boland mandamus proceedings 
ugainst the Police Board, overruling Commis- 
sioner Boland’s demurrer to the return entered 
by City Counselor Bellin behalt of the Mayor 
and the Board. The decision reads as follows: 

The demurrer to the respondent's return 
raises the single question whether the Vice- 
Piesident of the Board ot Police Commission- 
ers holdsthat office at the pleasure of the 
members ol the Board or by a more certain 
tenure of office. The respondents do not 
justify the removal of the relator upon any 
other ground than that the Board have power 
under the law creating the sume to remove the 
Vice-President at will and elect another in his 
stead. If such power exists the demurrer must 
be overruled and the alternative must be dis 
missed. By reference to the acts of the 
General Assembly it uppears that 
the oftice of Vice President 
was created bya law enacted December 12, 
lets. Neither the actin question or any subse- 
quent act prescribes any limit to the Vice-Pres- 
ident’s teim of office or grants him any addi- 
tional compensation for discharging its duties. 
The office ot Vice-President is not again men- 


tioned by that name in uny subse- 
quent enactment. By other provis- 
ions of the law certain powers are 


conferred upon the Acting President which are 
not shared by other members of the Board; but 
itis manifest that this expression includes the 
Muvor, and vests him with the power in ques- 
tion when actually present discharging the 
duties of President. It should be further noted 
that the law makes no provision 
relative to the removal ot the 
Vice-President. The Legislature has simply 
created the omce and vested the power of ap- 
poitment in the members of the Board, leay- 
ing the right of removalto be determined ac- 
coidingto general principles of law without 
uny expressstatutory enuciment. The law is 
well settled in this country that if an office be 
created und no term is limited, and 
there be no constitutional or — statutory 
regulation onthe subject of removing the in- 
cumbent, the power to remove is vested in the 
body or person having the power to appoint, 
and is an incident of such power and may be 
exercised at pleasure without notice or hear- 
ing. The above doctrine was held in cases 
precisely similarto this one, and has never 
been disputed by “any judicial 
tribunal. Ineach case the office from which 
complainant had been removed was created 
by the Legislature without limiting the term. 
There was no statute defining the power of re- 
moval, and that power had been exercised 
without any trial ol the incumbent by the per- 


sons having the power to fill the 
office as an incident of such power. 


In each case the right to remove the incumbent 
wastpheld. Theright of a person appointed 
to oflice to hold the same for life or during good 
behavior, it noterms are prescribed, has never 
been recognized in this country, The Supreme 
Court of the United States says that in the ab- 
scence Of any constituted provision or statutory 
regulation it would seem to be a sound and 
necessary rule to consider the power of re 
movalas incident to the power of appoint- 
ment. These authorities are so conclusive upon 
the precise point under consideration that the 
demurrer must be overruled and the 
information dismissed. As the Board 
had full power to remove 
the relator at will without preferring charges, 
und even without notice, they are not amenable 
tothe writ of nandamus, and itis not for this 
court to inquire whether their action was wise 
orunwise. In conclusion the court adds tuat
